Toyota would put giant

The Chicago Cubs are finalizing a spon- 
sorship agreement with Toyota and its 
Chicago-area dealers that would display a 
giant logo of the Japanese car company over 
the left-field bleachers. 

Wally Hayward, the team’s chief sales 
and marketing officer, said negotiations for 
a multi-year agreement are ongoing. He pro- 
vided the Chicago Tribune with a rendering 
of the proposed signage that shows Toyota’s 
red logo above the carmaker’s name in block 
letters. The entire sign would be backlit. 

“We tried to design a look and feel that 
would fit with the aesthetic of Wrigley 
Field,” Hayward said. “It’s not a big, black 
billboard that you would typically see at 
other ballparks.” 

He declined to discuss the value of the 
advertising deal, but he said the revenue 
would help the team as well as assist the 
new ownership in renovating Wrigley Field. 
The Ricketts family paid about $8oo mil- 
lion to buy the team and its historic stadium 
in October from Tribune Co., parent of the

“We’re looking at new ways to generate 
sponsorship revenues to help the ballclub be 
competitive and also maintain the character 
of Wrigley Field,” Hayward said. Because of 
the landmark status of Wrigley Field, the 
proposed signage would need approval from 
the city 

The proposed sign would be 360 square 


feet and rise 38 feet above the bleachers, 
Hayward said. The Sun-Times first reported 
that the Cubs have filed a permit applica- 
tion with the city 

While the city has approved signage on 
the outfield walls and on the brick wall 
down the third base line, the proposed bill- 
board is “definitely new territory,” said Aid. 
Tom Tunney 44th, who oversees the ward 
where Wrigley Field is located. Tunney 
wants to make sure the proposed billboard 
will not block fans’ views of the surrounding 
neighborhood. 

The Cubs have been considering adding 
signage behind the bleachers for some time. 
The first hint came after the 2009 season 
ended when the team erected blank green 
signs in left-center field. 

Cubs President Crane Kenney said left- 
center field is the only place in the bleach- 
ers the team can place a billboard without 
blocking the views of rooftops from which 
fans watch games. The Cubs have long-term 
revenue-sharing agreements with rooftop 
owners.

Judge won’t 
delay Blago trial

A federal judge refused Wednesday to postpone 
the June start of ousted Gov Blago jevich’s cor- 
ruption trial, brushing aside defense attorneys’ 
claims that they won’t have enough time to 
prepare. 

U.S. District Judge James B. Zagel also dis- 
missed defense attorneys’ concerns that U.S. 
Supreme Court decisions expected by the end 
of June could unfairly complicate the trial. 

Zagel said he saw no reason to delay the trial’s 
June 3 start date. 

If the date holds, voters likely will hear 
months of testimony about the former 
Democratic governor’s alleged misdeeds as the 
party tries to retain his former seat and the U.S. 
Senate seat once held by President Obama. 

Prosecutors say Blagojevich schemed to sell 
or trade that Senate seat and used his power to 
illegally pressure political campaign donors. 

Blagojevich has pleaded not guilty to rack- 
eteering conspiracy and other charges. 

Prosecutors estimate the trial will last three 
to four months.

Girl shot riding scooter

A y-year-old girl was critically injured and 
two people were in custody from a shooting 
that was witnessed by an off-duty Chicago 
police officer Thursday officials said. 

The girl, who was riding a scooter on a 
sidewalk next to her home at the time, was 
shot in the head about 4:13 p.m, on the 8000 
block of South Manistee Avenue, said South 
Chicago District Cmdr, Eric Carter, 

Police were questioning two male sus- 
pects— one 16 and the other 19, according 
to a source. 

An off-duty police officer said he saw a 


man shooting at a group of people about 
a half block away from where the girl was. 
Carter said. 

The shooter was near a garage on 80th 
Street between Marquette Avenue and 
Manistee when he began shooting in an 
eastward direction. Carter said. 

While the man was shooting, the girl 
rolled her scooter in the direction of the 
bullets and was hit in the head. Carter said. 
After the shooting the man jumped into a 
car and took off. Carter said. 

The off-duty officer, who called in the 
shooting, followed the vehicle for several 


blocks. Carter said. 

The two teen suspects were found in a 
white Pontiac pulled over near 69th Street 
and Vernon Avenue, according to a law 
enforcement source. 

The silver scooter was found near where 
the girl fell. She was taken from the scene in 
critical condition, 

Chicago Fire Department spokesman 
Larry Langford confirmed the girl was 
7 years old and was shot in the head.

Homicide tracker

This year, Humboldt Park has recorded 
six gunshot deaths, the most of any Chicago 
community area, RedEye found. Roseland has 
seen three homicides, two gunshot deaths 
and a fatal stabbing. Meanwhile, the gunshot 
death last week on the 8000 block of South 
Sawyer Avenue is Ashburn’s first homicide of 
the year. 

City wide, seven homicides have been 
recorded so far in March. Chicago police

Catholic Church abuse 
scandals engulf Europe

I BERLIN Chancellor Angela Merkel 
called the sex abuse scandal rocking the 
homeland of Pope Benedict XVI a major 
challenge to German society and warned 
the only way to come to terms with it was 
to “find out everything that has happened.” 

Merkel’s comments to parliament 
Wednesday came amid growing impatience 
from Germany’s Roman Catholics for the 
pontiff to address the scandal in his home- 
land, where some 300 former Catholic stu- 
dents have come forward with claims of 
physical or sexual abuse. 

During his weekly general audience in 
Rome, Benedict said he hopes his forth- 
coming letter to the Irish faithful concern- 
ing the sex scandal in the Irish church would 
help with “repentance, healing and renewal” 
there, but failed to make any mention of the 
issue in Germany 

Speaking in English, Benedict acknowl- 
edged the Irish church had been “severely 
shaken” as a result of the crisis, and said he 


TWO CRISES 

While the German scandal is particularly 
sensitive because it lands the sexual abuse 
allegations on the doorstep of a sitting 
pope, in scope and numbers the Irish crisis 
is much greater. There, three government- 
ordered investigations have documented 
a shocking catalog of child abuse and 
church cover-ups from the 1930s to 1990s 
involving more than 15,000 children. 


At a St. Patrick’s Day Mass, Ireland’s high- 
est ranking church member. Cardinal Sean 
Brady, apologized to Irish Catholics. Brady 
has faced calls to resign following revelations 
that he failed to report to police allegations 
of abuse by two victims of the notorious 
pedophile priest Brendan Smyth in 1975. 

“I have listened to reaction from people 
to my role in events 35 years ago. I want 
to say to anyone who has been hurt by any 
failure on my part that I apologize to you 
with all my heart,” Brady said in a sermon at

The words “fill the void” were on Dan Sarkiss’ 
mind when he opened Zaytune Mediterranean 
Grill late last year on a quiet corner of 
Morgan Street and 31st Place in 
Bridgeport, In a neighborhood 
long swamped with fast food, 

Sarkiss saw a need for a healthy 
option that was also fresh, quick 
and, of course, cheap, 

Zaytune isn’t the 
, first to crack 

Bridgeport’s 
pizza mold. 

Last year, Asian fusion spot 
Han 202 and organic-minded 
brunch-lunch cafe Nana 
entered the scene with tasty 
alternatives, Zaytune’s strate- 
gy— a BYOB counter-service 
concept aimed both at folks 
wanting to grab-and-go after 
work and those who prefer to lin- 
ger over a bottle of wine —com- 
plements this sea change, (Note 
to lingerers: WiFi connections are 
free with purchase,) 

Sarkiss is a Kendall College 
graduate who also owns a pizza joint 
in Indiana called Who’s Tour Danny 
And he’s not kidding about serving 


fresh food, Sarkiss and staff 
make most everything in 
house, from the pita dough 
that’s rolled and grilled to 

order, to the layers 
of phyllo dough 
that make up the 
walnut baklava. 

To get the big- 
gest bang for your 
buck, plan to make 
a three-course meal 
of it. Hummus 
and warm pita 
($2,25-$3,75) are enough for 
two to share as an appetizer, 
and if you dine in, soft drinks 
are refillable, Tbu’ve got three entree options: 
a wrap ($4,95-$5,95) ^led with falafel or your 
choice of meat, a salad bowl ($5,95) and a grill 
platter ($7,95) served with rice, veggies and meat 
or falafel. 

We couldn’t get enough of the fresh pita, so 
we chose the big, two-handed wraps stuffed 
with lettuce, tomatoes, cucumber and onions. 
Our five meat choices included grilled chicken, 
shrimp, kofta (a mixture of ground beef, onions, 
parsley and spices), and steak or chicken sha- 
warma. Not a meat-eater? Tbu can’t go wrong 
with the crispy house-made falafel, though veg- 
etarians should be on the lookout for more veg-

friendly rotating specials, including the grilled 
veggie wrap ($5,95), on special this week. 

There’s no resisting dessert after you see the 
trays of pistachio kinafa ($2,25), a type of cheese 
pastry, cooling near the register. Don’t worry: 
Staff win tempt you if necessary (How could we 
refuse straight-outta-the-oven baklava getting 
a covering of warm sweet syrup .^) One order is 
enough to share— if you’re still hungry 

Depending on when you go, there’s little to no 
wait at the counter, though a steady flow of din- 
ers keeps the place buzzing. We have a feeling 
Zaytune has a future in Bridgeport,

Chicago indie band Honest Engines wanted 
to try something new with their latest release, 
“Captain’s Log.” 

“We tried telling a story from the vantage 
point of a confused captain trying to navigate 
a ship,” lead singer/guitarist Steve Mulcahy 
said of the band’s second EP. “It’s a three- 
song EP, but we like to think of it as 
one long song; each individual song 
is setting a mood and feeling that 
keeps building onto the next.” 

RedEye talked with Mulcahy about 
the band’s sound, live shows and what 
lies ahead. 

How do you describe your sound? 

I would describe it as a folky pop- 
experimental sound. We have been 
compared to a lot of bands like Wilco 


and Death Cab for Cutie— which is not a 
bad thing. We are still trying to search for 
our own sound. ... We’re getting closer, but 
we’re not there yet. 

What can people expect from your next 
live show? 

We will be performing at Schubas, which is 
huge for us. It’s a great opportunity for us 
to play one of the best venues in Chicago. 
When we perform live, it’s exactly what you 
hear on the record every time— and that’s 
why the fans keep coming back. 

What has getting signed to Tandem Shop 
Records done for the band? 

The head of the label, Sam McAllister, 
approached us early on and wanted to help 
us take the band to the next level. He has 
been very professional and has created some 
great opportunities for up-and-coming art- 


ists like ourselves. We are definitely very 
grateful to be a part of the label. 

What is the most unique part of the band? 

I think our fusion of different {musical] 
styles and not being afraid to take a pop 
song way out of context is what makes our 
band unique. We’re not afraid to go outside 
of the box to create something that is going 
to leave a lasting impression on the listener. 

Whafs next for Honest Engines? 

Ideally we would like to get on the road and 
also put together a full-length release. We 
recorded “Captain’s Log” with producer 
Jamie Carter at Carterco Recording here in 
Chicago. He did an amazing job of under- 
standing our creative vision and making it a 
reality for us.

Jay-Z is in a Chicago state of mind. 

The “Empire State of Mind” rapper, who is 
promoting his latest album, “The Blueprint 3,” 
is scheduled to perform Thursday at the United 
Center But more exciting is this little rumor: 
He might actually show up at what promoters 
are promising will be a celeb-heavy party that 
night at The Shrine in the South Loop. 

Hosted by LeBron James, the party is promot- 
ed as having Hova as a “special invited guest” 
along with Trey Songz and Tbung Jeezy who are 
appearing with him on The BP3 Tour. James is 
due to be in town with the Cleveland Cavaliers 
for their game against the Bulls on Friday 

RedEye nightlife columnist Luis Arroyave 
says sources are confident that Jay, who’s been 
spotted more than once with James, will make 
an appearance.

When ABC pulled “FlasKForward” from its schedule more 
than three months ago, the freshman series had lost some 
of its initial buzz thanks to uneven storytelling, scattershot 
action and frustration over unanswered questions. 

It returns Thursday, and it’s stiU carrying all that baggage. 
To catch you up: When the show began, something 
caused everyone on the planet to black out for 137 seconds. 
They woke up having seen just a glimpse of what will hap- 
pen to them on April 29, 2010, On Thursday, the charac- 
ters continue to struggle with those visions, and the FBI 
agents tasked with finding who caused the blackout are 
still chasing down the culprits. 

Our main hero, recovering alcoholic agent

Even a tiny hint of what’s to come would be a spoiler for 
a show that relies on weird twists to keep its central mys- 
tery alive. But I will say the writers answer some of those 
nagging questions about the mystery Thursday Of course, 
we’re left with many more questions. 

In places, the two-hour special absolutely crackles with 
tension, but I got bored at other times, “FlashForward” 
succeeds when it focuses on the investigation led by 
Fiennes, Cho and their fellow agent, Janis Hawk (Christine 
Woods), It gets a boost with the return of Michael Ealy as 
CIA agent Marshall Vogel, who joins the investigation. 

The series drags when it strays into the 
lives of other characters as they figure 
out their futures. I’m actually not sure 
how I can reconcile that problem as a 
viewer, because I believe those plodines 
help deliver the show’s most provoca- 
tive question: Eree will be damned, we 
don’t control our own destinies— 
or do we? 

During Thursday’s episode, a 
cover of the Beades’ ‘Across the 
Universe” plays, delivering the 
line, “Nothing’s gonna change 
my world,”

Fox, O’Brien deal said to be near

Fox Broadcasting is inching closer to bringing Conan O’Brien 
back to late night. 

Key Fox executives, including Rupert Murdoch, are on board 
with the plan and would like to finalize a deal in the next few 
weeks so they can make a splash May 17 when the network unveils 
its new fall lineup. Several significant issues remain and the Fox 
talks could fall apart, according to people close to the negotia- 
tions who asked not to be identified because the discussions are 
meant to be private. 

But people close to O’Brien are cautiously optimistic, 

“We’ll get there,” one of them said Tuesday 
Fox executives have been huddling to figure out how much it 
will cost to mount a late-night talk show that would be profitable 
for Fox stations and affiliates. Stations, hammered by the advertis- 
ing recession, rely on the profits generated by syndicated reruns 
such as “The Simpsons” and “The Office,” and it’s unclear how 
many stations would be willing to substitute those shows for a 
risky venture— even one starring a big-name host. 

Fox realizes that if it ever wants to get into the late-night game, 
this is the time. 

The network, owned by Murdoch’s News Corp,, has had 
its eye on entering the late-night talk show wars for years. 

Indeed, it was Fox’s overtures to O’Brien nine years ago 
that prompted NBC’s Jeff Zucker to promise O’Brien 
“The Tonight Show” to keep him at the peacock net- 
work, Zucker ’s plan famously unraveled when Jay Leno 
decided he wasn’t ready to retire. 

Fox, however, is unwilling to spend the money that 
NBC had been paying to support “The Tonight Show” 
with O’Brien, NBC spent close to $90 million a year to 
produce the show, which included O’Brien’s salary of 
more than $12 million a year. Fox wants to spend less 
than $60 million a year for the show, said people close to
